Hris u loud-mouthed blogger been silenced by threats from the 
local elite? 

That’s what some political junkies have been wondering ever since 
phlllydecllne.com, alocalpoltics blog, shut down this 
month without explanation. Aaron Proctor, the fiirmer site's 29- 
yea no Id author and a self-described “Teu Party patriot.” has made 
a name for himself throu^out the past few years for being a fire- 
brand — evoi by PhiSy standards. He was celebrated (and hated) 
for sticking itnotonly to the usual suspects, like schoob 
supeniiteiident Arlene Ackerman and electricians union he ad John 
Dougherty, but Id fellow coirservatives andlocal heroes, tno. 

He calledtbe city’s finance department “Mayor Nutter’s Bitch 
Boys”; wrote that City Council candidate Michael Untermeyer 
smelbd bad; and wondered ‘how many cans of Steel Reserve” GOP 
mayoral candidate ICaren Brown drank before a debate. On his site, 
no one was safe — not even local leaders whose supporters. Proctor 
cbimed.ioutkiely sent Nm hate mal. Doily ATemscokimiust 
Stu Bykolsky, who dedicated a 600-wonl article to Proctor, called 
him “part gadfly, part H.L. Mencken, part Howard Stem” and 
endearingly said he '>von'tshut up,” 

But then, out of nowhere, he did just that 

City Arper tracked down Proctor. He quit he says, for a few rea- 
sons. For one thing, he’s “side ofthis ‘left-right’ shit,” and admitted 
that he ‘started sayAng things I didn't even beleve in. just 
because I had to'pick a side-^He also says he grew tired oT’well- 
cormected and above-the-Iaw people who do stufilike send ‘I know 


where you live* letters to my family." 

IVoctordeclined to comment further abtait the alleged threats, 
however, and refused to name names. Freedom, he says, is not nec- 
essarily casting insults atthe powerful with diestrdte of a pen, Ifs 
‘living my life and not looking over my shoulder.”

Thus, die 
church hierarchy could not be held finendally liable, it argued." 

Many of the 1.5 inillicn members of the Philadel|:hia 
Archdiocese aredcmandingjustice and reform — as is the rest of 
the city and.for that matter, the district attorney. The outspoken 
Chaput. however, may deliver distractions instead: gays, abortion 
and popular culture, oh my!

RIGHT MAKES MIGHT 

Meet Daryl Metcalfe, the gun-toting, gay-bashing, 
tea-partying state representative who's taking over Harrisburg.

StateRep Dani Metcalfe.agun-totiiig 48-year- 
old who represents Pittsbui^'s fast-growing, 
far-out BuUerCountyexurbs, has spentmore 
than a decade slogginghis way toward power 
For years, he was a nobody in Harrisburg, 
and the media paidfar more attontion to his 
strong-worded comments about gaya, guns .vid 
immigrants than his colleagues ever did to his 
k^ialettan BututhcwahuafPrusidcailBarack 
Obama's election, things changed: A national 
movement of angry conservatives took hold 
and voted out any Republicans or Democrats 
who smeUed of moderation. 

Or, as Metcalfe put it to the liberal news 
website Talkmg Points Memo, “I was a Tea 
Partier before it was cool." 

In 2010, as right-wing challengers took on 
establishment conservatives nationwide, 
Metcalfe ran for lieutenant governor, prom- 
ising to be an ideological watchdog rather 
than a running mate: “If Pennsylvania’s 
next governor breaks his word and raises 
taxes, supports more government programs 
that redistribute wealth or signs laws that 
infoinge on our Constitutional rights, then 1 
wiU publicly expose his actions and be ready 
to challenge him in the next primary elec- 
tion," he wrote in a letter to Republican State 
Committee members. 

Motcallc lost thalracc, but thcTba Party tidal 
wave sent him 21 mostly conservative fresh- 
men House Republicans as colleagues. The 
midterm elections saw the GOP pick up nearly 


700 seats in state Houses nationwide, and there 
are more Republicans in state legislatures today 
than at any time since the Great Depression. 
In Pennsylvania, the party now controls the 
Governor's Mansion, House and Senate. Tliat 
victory added to a ri^t-wing core established in 
2006, when many mostly moderate Republican 
incumbents were ousted after legislators from 
both parties inftanated voters by giving them- 
selves a snealqr midnight salary hike. 

Metcalfe is now chairman of the powerful 
State Government Committee, and he’s savor- 
ing the political moment: He was a key sup- 
porter of an expansion ofgun owners' rights to 
lire on an assailant , a bill signed by Gov. Tom 
Corbett. The House passed Metcalfe’s legisla- 
tion requiring voters to present government 
identification, which could disproportionately 
keep the poor, elderly and nonwhite from tlie 
polls. This fall, he is expected to move legis- 
lation to pass a constitutional amendment 
barring same-sex marriage; anti-immigrant 
measures modeled on Arizona’s draconian 
law; and an anti-union "righl-to-work" bill 
that Corbett pledges to sign. 

Crucially, Metcalfe, who did not return re- 
peated requests for comment, will help oversee 
the decetmial process of redrawing congres- 
sional districts to reQect population changes 
from the 2010 census. He wields enormous 
power to reshape distiricts and, thus, elections, 

This busy seventh term comes after a decade 
sounding off at the political margins. 

“Daryl has waited a long time to be heard in 
the caucus,” says Karen Beyer, a former Lebi^ 
Valley state representative and moderate 
RepuhlLcan defeated in last yeark primary by 
a 23-year-old Tba Party-backed candidate. 

THERADICAL 

R ural and suburban politicians 
have always gained political 
advantage by denouncing the 
symbols of urban sin — homo- 
sexuals, immigrants, poor mi- 
nority neighborhoods — and, often, the dty of 


Philadelphia itself Metcalfe has made attack- 
ing those people and our dty a blood sport. 

As Bob Guzzardi, a conservative Ardmore- 
based real estate tycoon and RepubUcan fund- 
raiser, puts it, our problem may be Metcalfe's 
solution. Tie gets all this attention as hated in 
Philadelphia," Guzzardi says. “Well, if you're 
hated in Philadelphia, you’re loved in the rest 
of tlio state. So it plays into his hands." 

Metcalfe is the House's most prominent 
critic of gays: He opposed Philly’s program to 
market the dty to gay tourists, saying that 
tax dollars should not be used to “promote 
immoral bcbaviom"; he tried to cut state fund- 
ing to universities such as Temple because 
they offer domestic-partner beaefits; be sueda 
gayNew Hope couple for attemptingiand fail- 
ing) to get a marriage license; and he opposed 
Domestic ViolenceAwareness Month, calling 
it part of“the homosexual agenda" to support 
a'‘smiul lifestyle" because it recognized male 
victims of rape. 

‘The gentleman from Butler has made this 
problem even worse and more men may be 
abused, even killed in their homes," decried 
Rep. Babette Josephs, a Democrat from 
Philadelphia, on the House floor in 2009. 

Regardlessofwhetlierhis legislative agenda 
files in the more moderate Senate, or whether 
it addresses issues rclevantto his constituents, 
Metcalfe — and aGOPinlhrall to Tea Parly 
voters — benefits. The outbursts look great to 
his audience of hard conservatives through- 
out the state and, increasingly, nationwide. 
Takehis campaign against “illegal abeninva- 
sion'’:Though Philadelphia grew for the first 
lime in half a century thanks to Asian and 
LatinAmericanncwcomars, Metcalfe's Butler 
County counts just 745 Mexicans. But while 
visiting PhilJy for an anti-immigrant rally, he 
made it a point to meet “with one of America's 
most outspoken English-only advocates and 
Gino'slsicl Cheese Steaks owner Joey Vento," 
ns noted on his website. 

And while there has always been a bipar- 
tisan enthusiasm for weaponry outside of 
Pennsylvania's big cities, Metcalfe has raisod

Of all the idea logical fancies, it is Metcalfe’s 
inwilremmtinthe anti-immigrantmovement 
that has made him aright-wing rising star. 
He has cultivated relationships with Fox 
News regulars such as Ariznna State Senate 
President Russell Pearce, who drafted that 
state’s anti-immigrant legislation, and former 
Colorado Congressman'Ibm'nincredo,aonc- 
time anti-immigrant prcaidential candidate 
whohascalled for the bombing ofMecca.In 
January.when Metcalfe founded acoatition of 
unti-immigrant state legislators who pledge 
to eliminate birthright citizenship for the 
diildren ofnondtizens granted by the 14th 
Amendmentihisnamelanded in media nation- 
wide, from The New York Times to Fox News. 

It has also broughtMetcalfeandotherright- 
wingRepubbeans into contact with alleged 
white supremadsts.

Campaign Committee, an organization con- 
troUed partly by ftrzel and the allegedopera- 
tionscentcr for illegally using taxpi^erfiinds to 
cany outcampuign work, part ofwhat’sknown 
as the bipartisan Bmusgate scandal 

Indeed, according to two sources, Metcalfe’s 


conduct was also the subject of a previously 
undisclosed 2008 grand jury investigation 
for illegally using taxpayer funds for cam- 
paigns, though he was never indicted.

Tracking Mexican barbacoa, from its buried-in- 
the-grourxj roots to Phiiiy stove tops. 

By Brion Shreffler 

T o experience a nearly religious take on meat, seek out 

Mexican barbacoa Id South Philly — but make your pilgrim- 
age on the correct day. The assiduous, time-con sumingpro- 
cess.traditiraially apjJied to lamb, gout or beef typically translates 
to the weekend being the (mly time for you to pay your flesh-loving 
respects — and the long marinating and cooking process some- 
times means ifs a Sun day -only aflair. 

While the name is lela table enough, ifs in no way a translation 
of American drarcoal cooking. Barbacoa in its 
truest sense — prepared in a covered pit — puts 
the focus on meat's natural juices via a long, 
slow cook. In Hidalgo, Mexico, barbacoa masters 
take a pot equipped with a steam tray loaded 
with meat and cover it with maguey (agave) 
leaves, seal it with burlap and drop it onto a bt grill situated in 
a hole in the ground-That hole's covered with earth ahead of a 
Are beingset over t^. Garlic, onions and spices sit in the water 
beneath the steam tray, while drippings from the meat inform the 
steam and the resulting craisomm^ that’s served on the side. 

This old-school technique is not fur removed irom what's prac- 
ticed today in E1iiIly.‘TATienIgobackhome,”says Raul Castroof

At LosThquitosde Puebla ( 1149 S, 

Ninth St), the cooking starts long before you older their Sunday- 
only offering: three brimming Iamb tacos served with consommd. 
Steaming may sound contrudictoiy to all things barbecue, but 
think about anythingyou'veever thrownona grill wrapped in foil 
— ifs all about retaining Savor. To do thatownerJuonn Carlos 
Romero pre-roasts the broud.thick leaves of maguey to ensure 
pliability — this enables him to snuggly tuck meat in them, which

Romero breaks down whole lambs and mixes together 
chianks of meat Inm all their parts, many still retaining 
fatty caps for flavor. He cooks it in a giant pot for three to 
four hours on Saturday. As tho evening winds down, he 
clicks off the stove, allowing the lamb to sit in a personal 
sauna for the night. The taqueria's consomme is the end 
result of the water beneath the steam tray, loaded with 
bones and blessed with lamb drippings. Just a few spoon- 
fuls over the barbacoa tacos creates a soaked-with-flavor 
tortilla that drips as you raise it to your mouth. 

This soup would be stellar on its own, rivaling 
Vietnamese pho as a hangover clndr — a light smokiness 
from plump chipotles, chickpeas bobbing on the surface 
amid cilantro flotsam. Diced mild guajillo pepper lends 
a subtle note, as does a lone, lanky stalk of epazote, a 
Mexican herb that looks like scrawnier broccoli rabe. 

At Plaza dc Garibaldi. Castro docs two versions of the 
soup. For his ‘Vhitc,* he takes barbacoa broth and adds 
oregano, ginger, onions, garlic, thyme, Mexican cinnamon 
and bay leaf and lets it boU until “the onions and garlic 
start to disappear* For his 'red,' he does the same thing, 
but this time boils everything with the meat, drizzling in 
a guajillo sauce once the fat renders. 

With either soup, a user manual for tapping into tradi- 
tion is not necessary: Dip a taco in, pour it over top or 
have the soup separately if you'd like. There’s no wrong 
way to eat barbacoa," Castro laughs. 

For barbacoa de chivo tgoatl.go to Acapulco (1144 S. 
Ninth St.), where a neon sign advertises their Saturday- 
and-Sunday specialty. While Olegario Tadeo uses the 
same stovetop technique as his neighbors, his marinade 
harkens to his restaurant's namesake in Southern 
Mexico, with bold spice jumping out from both the goat 
meat and the consomm4. There is no attempt to dampen 
the gaminess — eating Acapulco’s massive tacos, you 
got the full experience, as well as the earthy flavor that 
comes {torn avocado leaves Tadeo steeps in his pet. 

For another take on chivo, proceed a few feet up Ninth 
to Bella Pizza 11140 S. Ninth St.l. In any other neighbor- 
hood, that name may fool you, but not in South Philly 
Just take a look at all the Mexican specialties scribbled 
on the dry-erase board, then note the scant pizza offer- 
ings sitting under a heat lamp, adjacent to a steamer 
down below. Employee Flora Rojas says they employ a 
mix ofancho peppers, roasted jalapeho peppers and pep- 
per flakes, along with garlic and onions, for the restau- 
rant's goat barbacoa, which simmers in its own fat for five 
hours. Served up with rice dotted with beans, every bite 
brims with goat-y goodness. 

Pinny’s love of barbacoa is xmderscored by the ordered- 
ahead pots constantly being hurried off to birtlidays, 
weddings and anniversary parties within Philly's 
Mexican community But "it doesn't have to be something 
major," LosTaquitos dc Puebla’s Romero points out. ‘A 
simple celebration," ho says, is reason enough to call 
ahead. Given the hours evinced by each bite, I’d say lot's 
go dig a hole, though thank God we don’t have to.
